Bad Break In Reservoir of Covina 


Irrigating Company. 


Shortly after midnight on Saturday 


the southwest corner of the Covina 
Irrigating Company's large reservoir, 
•n the San Bernardino road gave way 
and 15,000,000 gallons of water was 
turned loose through an aperature 
thirty feet wide and twenty feet deep. 
But for a terge storm ditch, construct- 
ed by the county two years ago on the 
west side of the reservoir, which as- 
sisted in carrying the mad rush of 
water to\yard the Walnut wash, great 
damage would have resulted to the 
surrounding orange groves. 


Considering the enormous volume of 


water, the little damage dene, outside 
of the break in the reservoir, seem al- 
most miraculous. It is fortunate that 
the break occurred at this season of 
the year, as the loss of all this storage 
water in summer time would be ser- 
ious. 
Steps will be 
immediately 


taken to repair the damage. Nobody 
was hurt.

Debating League. 


Through the united efforts of Miss 


Liquid Air. 


On Tuesday evening, In Indepen- 


dence Hall, Prof. H. M. Hanaford of 
Chicago gave a most interesting and 
instructive leuture on liquid air. 
Pie 


demonstrated his talk by a number of 
marvelous 
experiments 
performed 


with genuine liquid air. He showed 
by these experiments the tremendous 
power that liquid air is known to 
possess. 
He said in part: "It is the 


greatest force ander man's control, 
promising soon to be used for running 
engines, motor-carriages, boats, etc.; 
for refrigerating purposes; for cooling 
residences, hotels and hospitals; for 
surgical purposes, especially in the 
cure of cancers; for blasting; for war 
purposes; and also to burn with coal. 
No man 
can foretell the future of 


liquid air, nor how rapid its develop- 
ment will be." 


Among some of the wonderful ex- 


periments he performed on this even- 
ing were the freezing of flowers, roses 
and carnations which, when thawed, 
retained their natural tints and per- 
fumes, showing how fruit as well as 
flowers could be preserved by this 
method without injury. An ordinary 
rubber ball he bounced, then subject- 
ing it to liquid air, he smashed it on 
the floor like glass. Tin and copper 
when subjected to the air he could 
smash like so much pasteboard. He 
froze cranberries while welding steel 
pens in the glass of liquid air at the 
same time. He boiled a kettle of liquid 
air on Ja cake of ice, steam issuing 
freely from the spout. He (hem placed 
the kettle over a fire and ice was form- 
ed therein while actually over the 
flame. An icicle was made of alcohol 
by its use and hair felt was freely 
burned without odor, showing how', in

Lemon Juice Disinfectant. 


A dispatch from New York says 


that the fact that Cornelius Vander- 
bilt and other men of social and busi- 
ness prominence have been ill with 
typhoid fever has revived the report 
that the Croton and Brooklyn water 
supplies are contaminated. 
Officials 


of the Board of Health say that there 
is nothing the matter with the city's 
water supply and that there is no more 
typhoid at present than is usually the 
case at this season of the year, but 
they add that the fact remains that 
typhoid and other germs are taken 
into the human system by those who 
drink the city's water.

have

The experimenter droped a little 


lemon juice in a culture tube contain- 
ing typhoid germs. 
To his amaze- 


ment he found that the acid in lemon 
juice shriveled up and killed the 
germs. 


Comiii'-ining upon this discovery a 


local 
,t'iy-iician today said: "The 


typhoid germ must be taken Into the 
stomach 
In order to cause typhoid 


fever. If, therefore, people will put a 
drop or two of lemon juice In 
the 


water they drink they will be safe. 
All uncooked foods, such as salads, 
fairly teem with typhoid and other 
germs. The mere washing- of lettuce, 
celery, chicory, cabbage and other 
vegetables used as salads will not de- 
stroy the germs, but if people, after 
their salads have been washed, will 
sprinkle lemon juice upon them, the 
salads cnn be eaten without fear of 
contagion. 


Officials of the local Board of Health 


and the experimenters of the Bacter- 
iological Bureau have tried lemon 
juice with just as much success as was 
obtained abroad. The annottnaement 
is therefore given to those who wish 
to avoid typhcid fever to make liberal 
use of lemon juice in their drinking 
water and in uncooked foods.—On- 
tario Record.

In his annual report 
Prof. K. W. 


Hilgard says that after analysing 800 
wimples of California soils in nearly 
All the soil* examined, potash and 
lime have been lound in IB rue and ad- 
equate amounts, and where any de- 
ficiency in plant food has been found, 
It has been with reswct to either 
hnmna or phosphoric arid." This can 
he taken as valuable only in soils ex- 
amined, but it indicates clenrly where 
the deficiencies exist. Of all the ele- 
ment* offered to the orchardtst humus 
contains the most of available nitro- 
gen and the results of Prof. Hilgard'a 
work "emphasizes the value of adding 
fertility to the soi! which derives its 
plant foot! from humus or animal 
matter sources in which phosporic acid 
and nitrogen are naturally combined." 
The expert in fertilizers and soils 
should be called in to determine the 
deficiencies Jin the particular soils to 
be treated. 


The Oleo Law 


The oleo interests have begun their 


efforts to have the new oleo law de- 
clared unconstitutional, choosing tho 
federal Court at Cincinnati, O., as the 
forum. The teat case is on now, hav- 
ina been brought by an action to re- 
cover tlie penalty prescribed by section 
2 of the act. 
It is being made on a 


forty pound package of oleomargarine, 
which was made with half commercial 
butter purtrhnsed in the open market 
and 50 per cent oleo oil, made accord- 
ing to the formula by which the high- 
est grade of oleo is made. 
Judge 


Miller On teal t represents the oleomar- 
garine interests, and ia backed by the 
consolidated oleo interests of the whole 
country. Tina will thoroughly teat tho 
validity of the law. Whichever way 
the cue ia decided it will be appealed 
*o tbe Supreme Court, where an early 
•decision wiii be had. 
Tho Internal 


Jtevenue Department, as well as the 
oleo pecple, have been anxious to have 
the constitutionality of the law tested. 


It -6 claimed by the oleo p«opl« that 


in this law Congress is delegated police 
power, and baa destroyed the produc- 


kind that will yirld n p>ofit from 
the 


opnrHtinn of till.ige. The richnef« ot 
land regulates tl.e value of the farm 
both in the market and in the opera- 
tion of farming. 
Vet in the face of 


this well-known fact, millions of nrren 
of our most valuable and produclive 
land have ln>en allowed to deteriorate 
in fertility. The great problem of how 
to bring them back to their former 
state of fertility is one with which the 
best of scientists are working. It Is 
not practical for a man to buy enough 
stable manure or commercial fertilizer 
to nt once bring hark his land to its 
original state. A few facts in relation 
to the composition of the soil helps us 
in determining the best course to pur- 
sue. One of these facts is that the 
poverty of the land comes principally 
from the exhaustion of available plant 
food, and not from the exhaustion of 
the plant food that is not at once 
available. In the process of years the 
new unavailable plant food becomes 
available. Home each year. 
We have 


to put back on Hie soli year by year as 
much as we take off in the way of fer- 
tilizer to gradually bring back the land 
to a licb condition, by the annual in- 
crease of available plant food 
from 


natural causes. This is a slow process, 
but it is far better than no process of 
recuperation.— Farmers Review,

ago—when it was saiJ that a really 
fine apple could not be grown in south- 
ern counties of California. 
That is 


said no lonster for Southern California 
has produced some splendid specimens 
of the fruit, and the Los Angeles Ap- 
ple Growers' association has been ex- 
perimenting, comparing dates and ap 
pointing com mi tees to secure the very 
lest information regarding the various 
varieties of apples, and all information 
benring upon their culture. 


The information thus 
obtained has 


been prepared in pamphlet form, and 
is of such a nature as will appeal to 
all 
intenvfpd in the growth ofjapplo 


trees, and the preservation of the tree 
and frnit from the pests that afflict it. 
In order that thia information may be 
available for all interested, the suoer- 
visora have ordered 5000 of these pam- 
phlets printed. 
Each 
contains 60 


pages of printed matter. 


The state university is preparing to 


establish near this city, probably at 
Downey, an experiment station for the 
consideration o! apple pests alone, and 
for the study especially of the codling 
rnoth, which has proven itself a great- 
er peat than all the others put together.

FLOODS AND LANDSLIDES 


WREAK GREAT HAVOC IN STATE 


OF WASHINGTON 


Railroad and Electric Serrke Generally Stopped— 


The White and Stock Hirers Overflow their 
Baab—Great Northern Traias Laid Up. 


Seattle, Wash.-The Great Northern 


Coast line and th*» Northern Paclfic'fl 
lino to Siimaa are the only lines of 
railroads running out of Seattle which 
aro open. 
For throe hours t<xlay even 


these line* were blocked by elides. 
Floods have interrupted the train ser- 
vice on the best side of the mountain 
and slides in the mountains 
have 


added to the trouble. In addition there 
have beenjnumerons small slides occur- 
ring on the west side lines. 


The elentrin line running between 


this city and Tacoma was open for a 
part of a day. All trains were cancel- 
ed, and notice was given that farther 
communication with Tncoma waa im- 
possible for an indefinite period. Tho 
Northern Pacific canceled its Portland 
train, and the Columbia and Puget 
Hound Railroad was unable to send out 
a train owing to a flood doing damage 
at Rttiitnn. The Canadian Pacific has 
been able to send trains eastward, but 
both the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern are blocked. 


The Great Northern will be com- 


pelled to arch its bridge «t Madison, 
and this delays reopening the overland 
line for an 
indefinite period. 
Tt is 


probable now that the first communi- 
cation with I he East will be made by 
Great Northern and Northern Pncific 
trains by way of Portland, though re- 
porta that tho Oregon Railroad and 
Navigation roadbed was soft indicates 
flood troubles that may make this im- 
possible. The climax in the railroad 
flood situation was reached when the 
White and Stuck rivers in King and 
Pierce counties 
went out of their 


banks, burying the Interurban and 
Northern Pacific tracks between Seattle 
and Tacoma several feet under water, 
flooding the valley between Auburn 
and Kent, and driving many of the 
residents all through the White River 
Valley out of their homes. 


CASTRO'S CONDITION 


Would Prefer a Republican President 


as Arbitrator 


Washington—The condition- which 


President Castio attached to his reply 
to the allies' arbitration proposal was 
in the nature of an alternative propo- 
sition. 
Almost from the 
beginning 


showing an aversion to The Hague 
tribunal, Castro, while accepting the 
principle of arbitration, asked that 
the case be tried by one of the Ameri- 
can republics. As President Roosevelt 
already had declined to act in tho 


capacity of arbitrator, and as some of i 
the reasons which inspired him in his 
declination would apply with equal 
force to the chief executive of any 
other American state than the United 
States, he was obliged to withhold any 
indorsement of 
this proposition of 


President Castro. Therefore, it may 
be dismissed from the field of possibil- 
ities, and unless Castro is unexpected-

SARDJMJS FAIL 


The French Crop Will Be Unusually 


Short This Year 


Paris—The French sardine crop for 


the vear is a failure. One of the causes 
assigned is at variance with the exper- 
ience of the ordinary fisherman ; it is 
that the fish are too large. 
The sar- 


dine comes principally from the At- 
Untic Coast of France—not from Sar- 
dinia. 


Tho bait used in sardine fishing is 


known as la roque, being the dried en- 
trails and eggs of herrings and other 
fish, imported principally from Nor- 
way and Sweden. The fishermen go 
out from the coast with their fleets of 
small boats and cast the odorous bait 
into the sen in great quantities, which 


trenerally 
attracts the sardines 
In 


•hoals. Hut this year the price of bait 
waa unusually b'fth, and it WAA used 
at the outset in a niggardly fashion. 
The fisherman's price for the sardines 
is ordinarily from 12.60 to $2.70 per 
1000. 


The United States alone uses each 


year more than $1,000,000 worth of 
French sardines and $1,000,000 worth 
irom Portugal. The Nantes sardino is 
superior to all others.

Dr. Ul. Lambotte in the University 


•of Leige, Belgium, has recently made 
a very interesting discovery with ref- 
erence to th" foul brood bacillus. It 
baa long been supposed that this f'was 
a specific bacmue and worked nowhere 
except iu the young of bees. We have 
believed that if fou1 brood could all be 
destroyed these germs would eo and 
we could no longer bo troubled w i t h 
tbe foul brood malady. Dr. L. claims 
to have demonstrated that the foul 
brood bacillus is one of the most com- 
mon microbes and found everywhere, 
and known as Bacillus mesenterk-u.-i 
vulgaris. The bacillus* of ton) brood 
were got from 
various sources and 


comparisons made with B. meeenteri- 
€us with the result that in every case 
they seep.ed identical. 
Although the 


tests seemed to be so thorough, we can 
hardly accept the conclusions without 
& grain of dount. 
Thewe microbes are 


so small that it would not he strange 
if even the greatest scientist miirht 
uiakn mistaken.

There seems to be no loglcnl reason 


why cables cannot be Inld across nny 
Section of the oceans of the world, no 
matter how jrront the depth.

portions of the Atlantic cables are 
over three miles below the surface, 
and this Is not necessarily tho extreme 
depth, for the cable may, and probably 
docs, pass from th«> top of one sub- 
marine hill to another without droop- 
Ing materially Into the deep valleys be- 
tween. 
The greatest known dept of 


the sea is 40,230 feet, or seven and 
three-fifths miles, found In the South 
Atlantic about midway between the 
Island of Tristan d'Acunha nnd the 
mouth of the Rio de In Flatn. 


foundings have been mnde to the 


depths of 27,480 feet In tho North At- 
lantic south 
of 
Newfoundland, nnd 


about 34,000 feet, or nearly six nnd 
a half miles, Is reported south of the 
Bermudas. 
Even 
such 
enormous 


depths as these nerd not hinder cable- 
laying so far as the theory is con- 
cerned, >ut In practice, for reasons of 
economy and otherwise, It Is found 
best to take advantage of favoring con- 
ditions In the ocean's bed.
